4. Second, the greatest volume of pertinent answers to the 
general questions posed is possessed by VOA of the Department of 
State. The VOA maintains a special office, or Division, under one 
Leo Lowenthal, in New York City which through its own, and contract 
representatives, makes continuing analyses and surveys on the effec- 
tiveness of VOA broadcasts, particularly in Europe. Such material is 
certainly available since Mr. Lowenthal explained his operations to 
me at considerable length recently. 

5. Third, 0RR on 26 May 1952 put out a draft paper (IP-301), not 
a finished report, entitled: ‘'Radio Listener Potential in China", 

This draft paper (of 10 pages, approximately) was written by Mr. Minners 
of 0RR and may be obtained, if specifically requested. 



6. Fourth, 0SI recently produced a technical report on Soviet 
jamming techniques and facilities. No doubt this could be obtained on loan 
if your requesters wanted to enter into technical details.
